Detailed plans for the proposed 


Santa Fe depot for Upland and 
a sketch of the structure will be 
presented to local residents within 
a few days, C. G. Fluhr, district 
superintendent for the Santa Fe, 
said teday in San Bernardino. 

“J will be in Upland very soon 
and lay the plans before the 
chanyber of commerce, the city 
officials and any others ‘who care 
to see them,” Mr. Fluhr said. Ac- 
tual construction of the project 
will be underway some time dur- 
ing the suramer, he predicted. 

In informally describing the 
proposed building, Mr. Fluhr said 
the office in the new depot will 
be larger than the present office, 
the waiting room about the same 
size as at present and the freight 
department will be large enough 
to accomodate two cars lined up 
on the siding. Length of the en- 
tire structure will be approxi- 
mately 135 feet, he said. 

Exact location of the structure 
has net been decided but he ex- 
pressed the belief it would be 
placed where the pioneer Santa 
Fe depot now stands. It was sug-
